Every war has its apo« 
logists and defeatists, its 
traitors and sordid profit. 
eers, and the longer the 
conflict lasts, the more 
credibility and respecta- 

- bility these characters as- 
sume, 

So it is with the Viet- 
nam War, that seemingly 
endless and grossly mis- 
handled affair to which the 
United States has commit- 
ted well over 500,000 of 
her finest men, 

Exploiting the emotions 
of a war-weary America 
mourning her dead and ex- 
pending her wealth, the 
preachers of isolationism 
and pacifism have taken to 
the street, to the college 
campus--even to the very 
halls of Congress--assail- 
ing the military establish- 
ment in general, much in 
the manner of a Salem witch 
hunt, 

A recent resolution by 
the left-wing Americans 
for Democratic Action, 
calling for the unilateral 
withdrawal of American 
troops from Vietnam 
unfortunately shows that 
some Americans and few 
I am sure, will take peace 
at any price, honorable or 
otherwise, But if the ab- 
surdities of the ADA are 
to be expected, the behav-~ 
ior of some members of 
Congress is mystifying, to 
say the least. 

The rabble who carry 
the Vietcong flag and 
preach the destruction of 
this Nation must surely 
take a cue or two from the 
armchair generals and 
perennial second~guessers 
who dwell on the death and 
destruction that Americans 
and South Vietnamese are 
causing, while ignoring the 
atrocities of the enemy. 
They can only explain the 
treachery and hostility of 
the North Vietnamese and 
Vietcong as rightful indign- 
ation and retaliation, 
reasoning that Americans 
obviously should not have 
been there to begin with, 

No one in his right mind 
wants war, Yet, the fact that 
war is bad and costly is 
not in itself a solution to 
the problem. Shouting the 
horrors of war from the 
rooftops is hardly cone 
structive criticism of our 
involvement in Vietnam, as 
long as the enemy threatens 
the lives of our soldiers 
and the soldiers and civi- 
lians of South Vietnam, 

The real tragedy of the 
situation, of course, isthat 
we are not trying towin the 
war. We have committed 
thousands of troops in that 
small Asian country and 
plagued them with sense- 
less target and movement 
restrictions that play into 
the enemy’s hands, 

“Vietnam is a classic 
example of how not to fight 
a war,’ said Retired Ad- 
miral U, S, Grant Sharp, 
former Commander-in- 
Chief Pacific and a great 
military | leader, ‘‘The 


‘gradual approach re- j 


quires the expenditures of 
much more of one’s man- 
power, resources and 
prestice than isn eces-= 


sary,’ 

Who could disagree with 
the Admiral when he re~ 
flectedly thusly, ‘‘If wehad 
fought World War II as we 
have fought the Vietnam 
War, we would still be 
lighting it ~~ if we hadn’t 
lost it. 

Yet, the mistakes being 
made in Administration 
strategy in Vietnam must 
not and cannot legitimately 


be a basis for a relaxa- 
tion in military prepared- 
ness. Those sowing the 
seeds of isolationism and 
anti - militarism fail to 
realistically consider the 
often started militaristic 
goals of international Com- 
munism, directed primar- 
{ly by the Soviet Union, 

The notion that war is 
horrible and that domestic 
needs are not being met 
are certainly not grounds 
for reducing those costs 
necessary for military 
preparedness, What has 
been gained if we build 
model cities and have them 
wiped out by Soviet mis- 
Siles -- all because the 
very survival of the Nation 
did not rate top priority 
when there was still time 
to do something. 

I do not believe that the 
American people will ac- 


cept anything less than the 


strongest defense against 
aggression, The Soviets 
have been building up mili. 
tarily for years, provoking 
one incident after another, 
and disregarding treaties 
throughout their history, 
There is ample evidence 
of Soviet deceit and plans 
for world dominance, 

Admiral Hyman G, 
Rickover, one of our bril- 
liant Naval leaders, ex~ 
pressed the danger in his 
own expert manner, when 
he said, ‘‘If history teach- 
es anything, it is surely 
that weakness invites ate 
tack; that it takes but one 
aggressor to plunge the 
world into war against the 
wishes of dozens of peace~ 
loving nations if the former 
is militarily strong and the 
latter are not, 

Whether things do or do 
not go well in Paris, Gen- 
eva, or any other place we 


are now or may in the 
future be negotiating with 
the Communist, we must 
be strong militarily, If we 
disarm, we can no longe1 
apeak from a position of 
strength, and when we can 
not do that, our fate ia 
sealed,
